“Many accidents and serious 
traffic delays on Massachusetts 
highways during past winters were 
caused by cars being stuck in snow 
or skidding on ice. Much of the 
trouble encountered by motorists 
could have been prevented by prop¬ 
er vehicle maintenance, equipment 
and more thoughtful driver prac¬ 
tices,” said Registrar Clement A. 
Riley today. 

“As Chairman of the Massachu¬ 
setts Highway Safety Committee 
I urge motorists to prepare NOW 
for hazardous driving conditions 
expected in the winter months be¬ 
fore us. 

“State and municipal snow re¬ 
moval teams will keep highways 
open as much as possible, but oper¬ 
ators should compensate for exist¬ 
ing conditions by adjusting driving 
habits and using proper safety 
equipment to prevent stalling and 
skidding on snow and ice. 

“As a member of the Association 
of State and Provincial Safety Co¬ 
ordinators, I strongly endorse the 
suggestion of the safe winter driv¬ 
ing league and its committee on 
winter driving hazards which be¬ 
lieves the following information 
about traction on slippjery roads 
should become common knowledge 
to every driver: 

(1) Good snow tii-es can provide 
up to 51 per cent better traction 
in loosely packed snow and up to 
28 per cent improvement on ice 
than will regular tires if road con¬ 
ditions are not too severe or grades 


too steep. 

(2) Even the best snow treads 
cannot replace reinforced tiro 
chains which provide 818 per cent 
better traction in snow and 409 
per cent more traction on ice than 
will regular tire treads. 

(3) A car with regular treads 
travelling 20 mph on dry pavement 
can be stopped in 21 feet. In loose 
snow the distance increases to GO 
feet and to 200 feet on glare ice. 
A car with good snow treads may 
be stopped in 52 feet in snow and 
174 feet on ice while reinforced 
tii’e chains can cut the distance to 
38 feet in snow and 7 7feet on ice. 

“As registrar, I most earnestly 
solicit the whole-hearted coopera¬ 
tion of every motorist during the 
ensuing winter months. Use of ve¬ 
hicles ONLY when necessary when 
snow and ice are on highways or 
when serious storms are threatened 
will reduce the hazards of driving,” 
concluded Registrar Riley.

Are you a working person 65 or 
over who has never applied for so¬ 
cial security benefits? If so, you 
will want to ask your social secur¬ 
ity office for a copy of a new 
leaflet entitled, “You Don’t Have to 
Retire Completely to Get Social Se¬ 
curity Benefits.” The leaflet ex¬ 
plains changes in the law recently 
enacted by Congress which raise 
the amount an older worker can 
earn and still collect some benefits 
in addition to his earnings. 

Older working people, made eli¬ 
gible to collect some benefits be¬ 
cause of these changes, will need 
to get their applictions on file be¬ 
fore the end of January 1962, ac¬ 
cording to Daniel J. Murphy, Jr., 
district manager of the Springfield 
Social Security office. Otherwise, 
they stand a chance of losing some 
of the social security payments 
now due them. 

He cited the example of a couple 
who would be entitled upon appli¬ 
cation to a monthly check of $180, 
about the maximum now payable to 
a retired worker and dependent 
wife. Under the law in effect until 
the beginning of this year, Mr.

Some others 
may be under the impression that 
if they earn more than $1200 in a 
year, they cannot collect any so¬ 
cial security benefits.

Mr. Leonard being still slightly doubtful, the salesman urged 
that they go to Springfield. He knew of an assayer who just hap¬ 
pened to be in town and he would prove the value of this heavy, 
yellow, metallic object.
